The net price to the grower for No. j 
I nuts was $12.67 per IOO 
pounds; j 
last year, $12.50. 
The average to the 
grower for orchard run is $12.63. It is 
proper right here to make a com pari-1 
son with the prices received by out-; 
side growers.

outside 
grow er is always paid by orchard run, 
and members of the association by ; 
the grade of their nuts, and wholly 
on tile m erit of their delivered prod-1 
uct, and not by guess or chance, it I 
has been difficult for either party to 
determ ine who fared better.
